ENSILAGE. 


THE EXPERIENCE OP THE liEUKSHIKE F.UISI- 


ERS. 


The farmers' club meeting at the Pitts- 


field town Imll yesterday (says the Spring- 
field Republican of the 11 th) was well at- 
teuded from different sections of the 
county, and a resolution was adopted ask- 
ing the Uerkshiro members of (lie Legis- 
lature to vote for such matters as will be 
for the best interest of tho farmers, es- 
pecially the establishment of an experi- 
mental station, the punishment of the 
adulteration of food, and the revision of 
tho dog law. 
Tho discussion on "silos 


aud ensilage" proved an interesting fea 
ture, and was opened by 0. A. Wakcficld 
of Pittsfield with a paper on the vnrioiib 
methodsof making silos, weighting, lillinn 
and closing. E. M. Wnshburue, of Lenox 
Furnace, gave the results of his experi- 
ences for'two years with two silos, ouc of 
200 and the other 75 tons capacity: the 
former cost .8300 aud tho latter §100. 
They are made of concrete and tilled from 
his barn floors. The past year he raised 
12 acres of coru, costing S132. or 05 
cents a ton, uud seven acres of millet at a 
cost of §48, or seven cents n ton: the 
total cost of ensilage was SI.03 n ton. 
One silo had 150 tons of coru aud the 
other 50 Ions of coru and nil the millet 
covered aud weighted with one foot of 
stone aud the preservation has been per- 
fect. 
He advocated 
building smaller 


silos, and about 12 foot deep for too much 
weight iu deep silos presses out the juice. 
S. A. Hickox, of South Williamstowu,
